It works if you park in your driveway 
or garage. If your car alarm goes off 
when someone is trying to break into 
your house, odds are the burglar/ 
rapist won't stick around. 


After a few seconds, all the 
neighbours will be looking out their 
windows to see who is out there and 
sure enough the criminal won't want 
that. 

And remember to carry your keys 
while walking to your car in a park- 
ing lot.
